REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record do not fairly teach in permissible combination the claimed limitations. In 
particular, with respect to the new limitations added by amendment on 01/26/2007, the 
closest reference is the Calcote et al "Electrical Properties of Flames" article where Fig. 
6, shows some flames attached by the flame to burner at a sharp contact point. However, 
there is no evidence of a corona discharge at this location, nor is this flame apparently 
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turbulent. Hence, the claims present an unobvious combination to one of ordinary skill in 
the art.
